This year there were no changes in 
officers, | was re-elected President, Sharon Highler 
is Vice President, Mary Kay Smith is Secretary and 
Ruth Sanecki is Treasurer. The other trustees are 
Peggy Danhof, Hilary Rosenthal and Anna Wallace 
Standifer. We meet every third Thursday of the 
month and alternate between the Bolingbrook and 
Romeoville facilities. The public is very welcome 
to attend these public meetings. 

This year | had the pleasure of making two 
appointments to local committees. Sharon Highler 
has agreed to be the Fountaindale Library District 
representative on the Heritage Trail Library System 
Board located in Shorewood, IL. The Library 
System is governed by a Board of Directors 
consisting f 15 voting members chosen by the 
library members in accordance with System by- 
laws. Sharon Highler will be replacing Anna 
Wallace Standifer whose term expired in June.

190 libraries, including 54 public libraries, 7 
academic libraries, 20 oad libraries and 109 
school libraries.

implementing the new online library 
system. We hope that you are using the new 
computer workstations to access the library 
system installed last month. Once you become 
familiar with the SIRSI system, you will find it to 
be very user friendly. 

The subject of the District’s long range 
planning efforts has been a continuing topic of 
this column. As we prepare our plan to meet the 
informational, recreational and educational needs 
of a rapidly growing and diverse population, it is 
essential to speak directly with residents to 
determine how best to accomplish our mission. 
For this purpose, we will be conducting focus 
groups in September to gather input from the 
public. Small groups of residents will be selected 
from the community to come together to “focus” 
for a couple of hours on the library. Led by an 
experienced facilitator, residents from the District 
will discuss openly their attitudes, opinions, and 
ideas about the library and library services. 
Through this process we expect to gain valuable 
feedback concerning the effectiveness of our 
plans, and especially how well the needs of the 
District’s children, young adults, and adults are 
being met. The information gathered will help 
influence the refinement of existing services, the 
development of new programs, and the expansion 
of facilities. 

The Executive Service Corps of Chicago (ESC) 
will be assisting us with this important phase of 


our planning process. In 1978, the ESC 
pioneered the use of retired corporate executives 
and professionals as consultants working with 
government agencies and nonprofit institutions. 
They have many successful years of experience 
working with libraries. The District received a 
grant for this project awarded by Jesse White, 
Secretary of State and State Librarian from 
federal funds through the Library Services and 
Technology Act. 

We plan to organize five focus groups for these 
discussions comprised of the following: young 
adults, parents, representatives of diverse 
cultures, senior citizens, and non library users. 
While we cannot guarantee that everyone will be 
assigned to a focus group, we invite you to 
volunteer by calling this office, (630) 759-2102, 
extension 32. We look forward to hearing from 
you.

Internet Use In Demand At Fountaindale Libraries 


he use of the Internet in both buildings 
has grown dramatically in the last year. 
Because of the demand, we have had to 
limit each person to one hour each day 
on the computers in order to accomodate 
everyone. There is less demand for the 
computers which have word processing and 
spreadsheets, but do not have Internet access. 
Printing from the computers is now ten cents for 
each page. You pay with a debit card that costs a 
dollar. The original card provides five pages of 
print. By putting it back into the machine with 
more money, ten pages are added for each dollar. 
The machine accepts $1, 5, 10 and 20 bills and

does not make change. Cards should be kept for 
the next time you are working on the computers. 

The Romeoville building has added FAX service 
in response to community needs. We will send or 
receive faxes for you. The fee for each page is: a 
dollar within Illinois, $2.00 for the rest of the 
country and $5.00 for international calls. You 
must arrange to be present for incoming faxes. 

Remember that all residents may take 
advantage of the drive-up book drop and pick-up 
in Bolingbrook. When picking up books, please 
call Bolingbrook in advance (630/759-2102) to be 
sure that they will be ready for you.

Now that fall is here be sure to drop by the library and 
get your books. Remember to use the drive-up at the 
Bolingbrook facility and call ahead if you have books you 
want to pick up without ever having to leave your car. 
Enjoy your fall reading and have a great year! 


Some of the most common, and most 
important, questions people ask for help with 
at the Information Desk are medical and 
health-related. While specific medical 
questions are best discussed with your health 
practitioner, the library carries a wealth of 
information to help you to better understand 
what your physician has told you. The best 
place to start is by asking for help at the 
Information Desk. Our librarians each hold a 
master’s degree in library science and are 
eager to assist you with your information 
search. However, if you prefer to work on 
your own, a good place to start is in the 
Reference collection. The Merck Manual and 
the Merck Manual, Home Edition (REF 616 
MER) cover all diseases in a concise, complete 
and accurate manner. The home edition is 
written in easy-to-understand, everyday 
language, and a second copy is usually 
available for you to take home. Medical 
terminology can be a spelling nightmare, so if 
you’re having trouble reading your doctor’s 
handwriting, look it up in 
Dorland’s Illustrated Medical Dictionary 


Rx For Good Health 


(REF 610.3 DOR). Keep this dictionary handy for 
a better understanding of what you'll find in our 
medical resources, or check one out from our 
circulating collection. Another good place to start 
a medical search is by looking at the Infotrac 
Health Reference Center on CD-ROM. It’s easy-to- 
use, contains basic and advanced information on 
medicine and health, and you can print out only 
what you need. By the time this article goes to 
press, the Health Reference Center should be 
available on the world wide web for your 
convenience. 

The Physicians Desk Reference (REF 615 PHY) 
is the definitive source for information on 
prescription drugs, and is updated yearly. If the 
PDR has more information than you want, we 
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have several other current guides to 
prescription drugs which you may borrow. 
The library also subscribes to Patient Drug 
Information on CD-ROM. You can get a 
custom print-out of a drug’s actions, side- 
effects, and drug interactions. 

Ifyou prefer using the world wide web for your 
medical or health-related search, check out our 
web site at: http:/Avww.fountaindale.lib.il.us. 
When you click on “Need Information?” and 
“Search the Internet by Subject” you will see 
links to many authoritative sites on the web for 
health and medical information including the 
Mayo Clinic, Johns Hopkins University and the 
National Library of Medicine. These links are 
constantly evaluated and updated by our 
librarians to help you to get the best possible 
information quickly and easily. You can log 
into our web site from one of the Internet 
computers in the library or from the 
convenience of your home computer. 

These are just some suggested starting 
points in your search. The library carries a
